The Farmers 
Target 


The state and local tax burden is 
to be the next target of the farm ­ 
ers of the United States according 
to Senator A rthur Capper of K an­ 
sas, who generally knows 
whereof 
he speaks, and whose 
suggestions 
for farm ers are usually of the con­ 
structive type. 
According to 
the 
K ansas Senator who dwelt on 
the 
subject in a recent 
statem ent, 
a 
grass roots movement is now being 
organized in the middle west which 
has for its purpose the relieving of 
some of the burden of tax 
which 
the farm er pays. 
Certainly here is a movement 
in 
which we can all acquiesce, 
lligli 
taxes do not form the only trouble 
which the farm er has but they add 
m aterially to his cost of production 
aixl they ought to come down. 
Our 
industrial prosperity 
has 
brought 
high wages in the city and this has 
resulted in higher wages and scar­ 
city of help on the 
farm . 
There 
seems to be no immediate remedy 
for this difficulty, 
although 
im­ 
proved farm ing 
machinery 
will 
doubtless solve 
this 
agricultural 
problem in 
time. 
But 
certainly 
something can be done to 
reduce 
taxes. 
As Senator Capper points 
out, 
federal taxes have been 
reduced 
until the farm pave? but little to the 
national government. It is the local 
tax which hits him. Federal 
taxes 
have been going down steadily for 
several years due to economy 
and 
efficiency in the national 
govern­ 
ment. But at the sametime in most 
states and most localities the local 
taxes have been going up so that 
the increase there has more than 
wiped out the benefit to the 
little 
fellow from lower federal 
taxes. 
During the last six years national 
taxes have been decreased and yet 
the national debt has been reduced 
nearly five billion dollars. But dur­ 
ing the same period the debts of lo­ 
cal and state government have 
in­ 
creased nearly three billions. There 
is something wrong here. 
Of course the great increase 
has 
been in the local units of 
govern­ 
ment, and it is to he noted 
that 
these units are self governing. The 
demand has been for 
local 
public 
improvements for roads, for schools

The state and local tax burden is 


to be the next target of the farm- 


1 
ers of the United States according 
to Senator Arthur Capper of Kan- 
sas, who; generally knows whereof 
he speaks, and whose suggestions 
for farmers are usually of the con- 
structive type. According to 
the 


Kansas Senator who dwelt on the 
subject in a recent 
statement, a 


grass roots movement is now being 
organized in the middle west which 
has for its purpose the relieving of 
some of the burden of tax 
which 


'the farmer paysi 


Certainly here is a movement in 


which we can all acquiesce. 
High 


taxes do not form the only trouble 
which the farmer has but they add 
materially to his cost of production 
and they ought to come down. Our 
industrial prosperity has 
brought 


high wages in the city and this has 
resulted in higher wages audr scar- 
city of help on the 
farm.. There 


seems to be no immediate remedy 
for this difficulty, 
although 
im- 


proved farming 
machinery 
will 


doubtless solve 
this agricultural 


problem in time. 
But 
certainly, 


something can be done to 
reduce 


taxes. 


As Senator Capper points out, 


federal taxes have been 
reduced 


until the farm payc but little to the 
national government. It is the local 
tax which hits him. Federal taxes 
have been going down steadily for 
several years due to economy and 
efficiency in the national 
govern- 


ment. But at the sametime in most 
states and most localities the local 
taxes have been going up so that 
the increase there has more than 
wiped out the benefit to the little 
fellow from lower federal 
taxes. 


During the last six years national 
taxes have been decreased and' yet 
the national debt has been reduced 
nearly live billion dollars. But dur- 
ing the same period the debts of lo- 
cal and state government have in- 
creased nearly three billions. There 
is something wrong here. 


Of course the great increase has 


been in the local units of 
govern- 


ment, and it is to be noted 
that 


these units are self governing. The 
demand has been for local public 
improvements for roads, for schools 
and other public buildings. The peo. 
pie want these improvements and 
vote for- them, or at least fail 
to 


remonstrate against them. And of 
course the bills have to be paid. 


The farmer and the home owner 


in the cit\ and town, in other words 
—those of us who have 
tangible 


property—have to pay most of the 
bill. The intangible property, unless 
'it pays a very low rate eompsired 
to real estate, has a habit of chid- 
ing taxation altogether. 
As 
real 


estate cannot be coneealurt or moved 
from the home community it has to 


^ bear the brunt of the burden. 


All sorts of remedies have been^ 


proposed, among them state income 


• taxes, excise taxes and special tax- 
|i es on luxuries anfl 
non-essentials 


|f such as tobacco, and toilet goods. 
yBat it is to be remembered that one 
j sure way to reduce Jthe taxes is to 


quit spending so much* money. So 
long as the money is raised and no 
avenues of taxation are opened ex-! 
penditures wlil !>f increased and the 
tax burden wijl grow heavier rather, 
than lighter.

Controversy—and he is usually sil- 
ent—was William A. Muldoon, skill- 
ed trainer in the old dajjp of Sulli- 
van, senior member of the boxing 
commission and perhaps the great- 
est authority on boxing and physical 
culture in the world. 


"I'm fed up on aU this talk .about 


Dempsey fouling Sharkey," Muldoon 
said today. '>In 
the first place, 


^rerybody is wrong on one * vital 
point. Sharkey was not knocked out 
—he was stopped. A fighter is 
knocked out only when he has been 
rendered unconscious. Sharkey was 
not unconscious. He was talking to 
the referee 
when he 
was 
on 


the floor. This is a most essential 
point ps will be explained later. 


"On another 
point 
practically 


everyone was wrong. Sharkey was 
stopped by a right hand punch to 
the solar plexus and not by a left 
hook to the jaw. 


"As to the legality of the rigfit 


hand punch in the seventh round— 
iit was a fair punch to the solar 
plexus exactly similar to the one 
with which- Bob Fitzsimmons knock- 
ed out Jim Corbett. 


"I feel so sure of this because I 


had taken precaution in advance. I 
knew that Dempsey would direct his 
attack to the body and. I wanted to 
be in a position 'to watch for fouls. 
I secured a seat near SharkeyV cor- 
ner and fortunately I was in a. posi- 
tion that commanded a perfect view 
of the blow. I saw that Dempsey 
was aiming for the solar plexus and 
I became all the more alert because 
it is a very difficult blow to land in 
the proper spot and it has to land in 
exactly the right spot A fighter 
could practice a solar plexus blow a 
thousand" times and yet not be able 
to land it once and many times it 
goes low.
